When it re-convened yes- 
terday evening, St. Albert 
city council took the first step 
in combatting Edmonton's 
attempt to annex this muni- 
cipality. In order to effec- 
tively oppose the Edmonton 
bid, council agreed to app- 
oint a steering committee. In 
proposing the committee, 
Mayor Ronald Harvey said 
the city meant to fight the 
annexation and that he would 
like to hear from citizens who 
disapprove of this position.

Thr- 
ondson said a strong team 
was needed to stop the

In an effort to sound out 
the-opinions of St. Albertans 
on this issue, Ald.

Ald. Bill Shields had some 
other comments about the 
annexation, and he rapped 
Edmonton for its secrecy.

Deliberations 
Doldrums 


Monday night's meeting of council dragged 
remorselessly on from 7:30 p.m. until the 
mandatory adjourning hour of 11, resulting in a 
reconvention of the meeting Tuesday. On 
Monday evening aldermen heard a wide range 
of opinions; took in stacks of statistics; 
listened to numerous requests and aired its 
own opinions. And it is these unlimited 
expressions of opinion with which this editorial 
takes issue. 


It is obviously necessary for members of 
council to make their position, both collectively 
and individually, clear beyond doubt. However, 
this can be carried to absurd lengths. For 
every motion proposed, we are treated to a 
recitation from each alderman or alderwoman 
as to why he or she will or will not support the 
proposal. Regardless of whether three other 
aldermen and the mayor have already 
expressed an identical opinion, we are given a 
precise re-iteration of the same points to which 
we have been listening for half an hour. Surely, 
a simple declaration that one’s reasoning is 
similar to that already expressed would be 
quite sufficient. 


It is unfortunate that some aldermen take this 
opportunity to do a little political grandstanding 
at the expense of the public, the press and 
those involved in matters under discussion. 
Robert's rules do not require endless 
justifications and re-iterations and their contin- 
ued use at council meetings only slows down 
the business of the city and speeds up the rate 
at which the public grows cynical about their 
politicians.

I must hasten to commend the Gazette on its editorial 
of March 28, 1979 “The Gazette Reflects.’ The varied 
subjects which is touched while elaborating on its main 
theme appealed to the intelligence of the reader, asking for 
understanding and appreciation of our great country and 
the freedoms we are all able to enjoy. 

When our family left Edmonton to work in St. Albert in 
1962 as entrepreneurs, we realized that we were following 
the “boom” which would bring changes in the small town 
for which we had so much admiration.

Response to MP’s poll is clear-cut 


When Pembina MP Peter 
Elzinga decided to poll his 
constituents by question- 
naire, the respondents cer- 
tainly weren't coy in their 
reaction. Mr. Elzinga re- 
ceived over 2,800 replies to 
his questionnaire, a return 
considered very high by 
market researchers and poll- 
sters, 

On the question of amend- 
ing the constitution, 94 
percent of respondents said 
that any change to the 
constitution should require 
the full consensus of all 
provinces, 

Predictably, 92 percent of 
the respondents said they 
would favour a policy which 
would allow homeowners to 
deduct mortgage interest 
and property taxes from their 
taxable incomes, The res- 
pondents also had definite 
ideas about welfare recip- 
ients with 91 percent stating 
that able bodied persons 
should be required to do 
public service work in order 
to receive benefits, 

The ticklish question of 
strikes in essential services 
of the public sector also 
brought a clear response, 
with 80 percent saying such 
strikes should not be allow- 
ed. Although less definite on 
the subject of abolishing the 
capital gains tax, the res- 
ponse was still clear-cut, 
Sixty-four percent favoured 


abolition, 

The respondents seemed 
somewhat indifferent to the 
increasing use of Social 
Insurance Numbers in var- 
ious government depart- 


ments. Only 63 percent 
frowned on the practice, 
while 37 percent were not 
concerned. 

The entrenchment of the 
Bill of Rights in the con- 


stitution was the only area in 
which respondents were split 
down the middle, Fifty-one 
percent did not favour 
entrenchment, while 49 per 
cent did.

As consideration is given to the proposal of the 
City of Edmonton for a massive annexation of land 
it should be remembered that the term “Annexation” in 
no way means “ownership” of the land acquired. In 
the urbanized area around Edmonton there are a 
great many owners of land, individuals, realtors, 
developers and companies. What annexation does 
mean is that lands annexed come under the control 
of the municipal government which is granted an 
annexation. A better term than annexation is 
boundary extension, which through annexation 
procedures may be acquired by a municipality 
without any payment for the land. 

Sometime municipalities purchase land for 
development as needed later, and they may be 
assisted in funding for this purpose by Provincial or 
Federal governments, as a measure to keep land 
costs down. 

However the report entitled “Public Land 
Banking” by S. W. Hamilton of the University of 
B.C. in 1974, and the Greenspan Report 
commissioned by the Federal Government and 
recently released, both reached the conclusion that 
public land banking does not hold down land costs. 
In considering new measures to assist the housing 
industry the Federal Government has eliminated 
government land banking. Measures under consider- 
ation by the Feds are global funding, a new role for 
CMHC and a change in the Income Tax Act to 
allow deductibility of carrying costs. 

There are a spate of studiés and reports coming 
off the presses dealing with the high costs of 
housing. The Alberta members of the Urban 
Development Institute, a developers organization, in 
reviewing the Alberta-Montana Housing Report; the 
Provincial Housing-HUDA Report, the Edmonton 
Task Force Report and the Housing Commission 
Report in Calgary, notes that “THEY ALL 
GENERALLY CONCEDE THAT GOVERN- 
MENNT INTERVENTION IN THE SUPPLY- 
DEMAND EQUATION IS THE SINGLE 
MOST SIGNIFICANT FACTOR IN THE 
PRICE OF LAND AND HOUSING.”

DEVELOPERS MUST BE CONSIDERED IN URBAN PLANNING 


Another concern of the developers - and they are 
the ones who put in subdivisions for municipalities - 
is the long, and in their view needlessly complex, 
procedures in approving development. A_ large 
development firm could have as much as 10 million 
dollars invested in land, which is presently taking as 
many as four years or more in some cases to get 
under development. Interest charges are going to be 
passed on to the costs of lots. 

In the United States approvals go through in 
many areas in six months, so it is not surprising that 
many Canadian firms are getting into that market, 
and some of the large firms have stopped buying 
land in Alberta. Down there they make less profit 
per lot but can get as many as eight developments 
through in the same time it takes to get one through 
here. 


FAIR GAME FOR GOUGING 


The other major concern of the developers trying 
to get subdivisions on stream is the ever-increasing 
charges made by municipalities for water and sewer 
servicing, roads, LRT, environment dedication, 
community focus buildings, parks including equip- 
ment, recreation facilities and so on. 

The Edmonton chapter of UDI reports that the 
total amount of levies which are now proposed is 
$10,430 per acre, and a spokesman for the Chapter 
said this week that every single family lot would go 
up from two-three thousand dollars overnight if 
charges under Edmonton’s Master Plan were 
approved. Charges would include a $2,000 per acre 
levy to gain 10 percent financing from developers 
for the over-all budget of the City of Edmonton for 
the next five years. 

Procedures for appeal levies deemed excessive, or 
on zoning changes felt to be unjust are available 
under the provisions of the Planning act. In both 
Edmonton and St. Albert developers have won such 
appeals and in the case of St. Albert a citizens 
group was successful in appealing a zoning change 
considered to be at variance with the city’s General 
Plan. 


A parent/teacher inter- 
view day at St. Albert High 
School is about the only 
change from the 1978-79 
school year.

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THE HOMEOWNER PAYS 


In any event the situation of the developer is an 
important consideration for all municipalities within 
in the Edmonton Met area, for all citizens interested 
in keeping the costs of purchasing a home at an 
affordable level. Municipalities are not in position to 
amass the very large amounts of capital needed to 
handle residential and commercial development - 
they must depend on developers. They can make 
them appear the villains and gouge them on 
dedication and levy requirements, and delay them 
for years in gaining development approval. But it is 
always the homeowner who pays. 

Developers have been meeting with Edmonton 
aldermen to discuss their position on various matters 
connected with the proposed annexation and the 
problem of keeping costs down. The city is expected 
to announce the details of its expansion proposal 
within the week, which will more precisely spell out 
their intent. 

Since developers maintain their own planning 
staffs, and it is no secret that these large private 
companies attract the most competent planners, it 
would seem reasonable for municipalities to 
abandon the “‘Adversary”’ approach and work more 
closely with developers, on the manner of the 
United States. 


The City of Edmonton is saying that given a 
massive boundary extension, with more than 
adequate land supply, the market forces will work to 
bring land costs down. Cities should act to ensure a 
surplus supply, says Jack Poole of Daon 
Development Corporation. 

In considering the Edmonton proposal and the 
position of developers within it, one factor is clear: 


Taking over St. Albert and Sherwood Park, 
which are almost fully developed within their 
present boundaries, cannot be justified in 
terms of providing Edmonton with more land 
for development.

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Fred Tetarenko retires after 20 years service 


By the time Gazette rea- 
ders see this story Chief Fred 
Tetarenko will be savouring 
his retirement in Vernon, 
B.C. And a well deserved 
retirement it will be. Mr. 
Tetarenko served the city of 
St. Albert for 20 years, and 
saw the city pass through a 
number of changes. 

Married with a daughter 
and son, Fred Tetarenko 
came to St. Albert from 
Jasper Place. At the time of 
his arrival, St. Albert boast- 
ed a population of 2,000 and 
one fire truck served the 
needs of the whole muni- 
cipality. The truck was then 
housed in the public works 
garage. Mr. Tetarenko was 
the first and only paid 
fireman at the time he took 
the position, The chief 
wasted no time, however, in 
making sure he had ample 
manpower to handle any 
fires which might come up. 
He organized the entire 
volunteer unit, which con- 
sisted of 15 - 27 volunteers at 
different times. In 1964, the 
city hired another full time 
fireman to assist the chief 
and another in 1970. When 
the station went to 24 hour 
coverage, two more profes- 
sionals were added. 

Fighting fires was a 
straightforward affair in the 
St. Albert of 1969. Chief 
Tetarenko recalls that no 
addresses were needed to 
tell the location of a fire. A 
mere ‘‘there’s a fire over at 
Joe Blow's’* would suffice. 

Chief Tetarenko made 
major contributions to the 
cause of fire prevention in St. 
Albert. He felt that this was a 
primary role for the fire

department and set about 
educating the residents of St. 
Albert to the dangers and 
hazards they might be over- 
looking. On his own time he 
conducted classes of Girl 
Guides and Scouts as well as 
the babysitting course mem- 
bers to instruct them in fire 
prevention. 

Mr. Tetarenko is strong in 
his beliefs on the necessity of 
fire prevention. He asserts 
that it is more than a matter 
of public relations and that it 
requires co-operation bet- 
ween the fire department 
and members of the public 
and the business community. 
In addition to the educational 
contribution, the chief was 
available to homeowners who 
sought advice on potential 
hazards or smoke detectors. 
Needless to say the chief is 
an ardent supporter of the 
smoke alarms. He was 
awarded certificates of ap- 
preciation by the city on 
more than one occasion for 
his work in this area. 


BIGGEST BLAZES 
RECALLED 


One of the biggest con- 
flagrations that the chief can 
recall goes back to around 
1960, when the Dairy Barn at 
the Youville Home was 
scourged by fire. However, 
the local firefighters saved 
the barn, with the help of 
some Edmonton fire trucks. 
It was the only time in his 
career here that Edmonton 
was called in to assist. The 
milk processing plant at the 
Youville was salvaged for 
further use after the blaze,

took place in 1968 when the 
Bruin Inn kitchen caught 
fire. Although the fire zig 
zagged, thwarting attempts 
to snuff it out easily, the two 
full time firemen were able to 
extinguish the blaze. Mr. 
Tetarenko said that fires 
involving people were a far 
more disturbing thing to 
combat than those where 
only property was at stake. 
He put the blame for many 
fires at the door of the 
homeowner, apartment dwe- 
ller, business owner or 
landlord. In other words, 
human error is the main 
culprit. 

When he wasn't deeply 
involved in matters per- 
taining to the fire depart- 
ment, Fred Tetarenko was 
involved in other community 
oriented projects. The 
Breakfast Lions know him as 
a charter member. He in- 
troduced fastball for kids and 
arranged sponsorship for a 
bantam league hockey team. 
During the Rodeo he took 
part in the raffling of silver 
dollars to fund hockey and 
baseball and directed the 
operation of a first aid and 
lost and found booth at the 
Kinsmen Rodeo.

The Catholic School Board, 
on a recommendation from 
its Finance and Audit Com- 
mittee, moved to replace the 
District's second bus, which 
has been out of service a few 
months. The old bus would 
have required several hund- 
red doilars in repairs to bring 
it up to safety standards and 
Board members agreed that 
spending the money would 
be a waste on an old bus. 

A maximum price of 
$8,000 was set for the pur- 
chase and this, says Sec- 
retary Treasurer Ted Bald- 
win, should get them a 
three-four year old bus in 
excellent condition. 

The new bus will mean a 
return of several extra- 
curricular activities that have 
gone into decline following 
the demise of the old bus. 

A comparison with the 
Protestant District shows a 
slightly different approach to 
busing for these activities.

Like Canadians, the Irish are all too aware of a 
lamentable tendency on the part of their artists to 
emigrate. As the CBS news program “60 Minutes” 
pointed out Sunday night, the Irish roam the globe in 
pursuit of a professional, economic and political climate 
more conducive to creativity than that of their homeland. 
Footloose Canadians are similarly motivated. 

However, a program initiated by the Irish government 
has convinced some of that country’s artists to remain on 
the “oulde sod.’ In the interests of preserving and 
enriching the Irish cultural heritage, the government 
allows a tax exemption on all works of musical and 
literary composition by a resident Irish composer or 
writer. The income from any other work, such as 
conducting, performing, directing or commercial work is 
not included in the exemption. ; 

The legislation has caused a bit of a rumpus amongst 
other groups of Irish artists. Actors say the law implies 
that they are not creative artists, merely interpretive ones, 
The government rejoins that a play script or musical score 
stays in the Irish cultural psyche forever, while an actor’s 
imterpretation, however brilliant, is temporal by nature. 
Where that leaves film actors, I don’t know, because their 
performances are permanently récorded. Obviously, the 
definition of creative or interpretive is a moot point. 


IDEA HAS MERIT FOR CANADA 


Despite the squabbling the scheme has brought about in 
Ireland, the idea of tax exemption for income from 
original Canadian works of art should not be summarily 
dismissed. Although actors may rail against the Irish 
system with some justification, they still stand to profit 
from the encouragement of more plays being written in 
which they can perform. Perhaps a different way could be 
found to define an original artistic work requiring that the 
work specifically serve in some way to strengthen the 
cultural fibres that form the national tapestry. A more 
explicit definition which covers a broader spectrum of 
artistic endeavours, such as visual arts, might be needed 
to more fairly determine the qualifications for such an 
exemption. If no definition could be agreed upon, then a 
council such as the Canada Council might be appointed to 
vet applications for the exemption, This last, however, 
would be the least desirable solution. 

In either case, the exemption need not be seen as a 
financial drain, Given the current rate of production, the 
number of any original Canadian works created in anyone 
year is not overwhelming, so the ensuing exemptions 
would certainly not be so numerous as to seriously deplete 
budgets. However, it would be of a disproportionately 
great value to the artist who receives the benefit. 

After all, various corporate and other institutions 
benefit from special tax shelters and their contribution is 
ultimately less lasting than that of the artist. This kind of 
funding is probably one of the less expensive ways of 
encouraging the arts. Another is forbidding the sale of 
Canadian books which have been imported from their US 
distributors and which are not liable to royalties. Coles 
and several other retail book chains use this ploy to avoid 
having to include the price of royalties on the price tag, 
unfairly allowing them to sell Canadian books at a low 
price, by withholding the author’s cut. Tactics like the 
exemption and the protection of royalty payments are 
ultimately less expensive than random grants. If we intend 
to retain a unique cultural tradition, we cannot afford not 
to encourage our artists wherever possible. 


or not the audience would 
connect downtown 97 street 
and its eyesores with the 
drama being played out 
before them was question- 
able. 

The very fact that such a 
play as George Ryga’s ‘‘Ec- 
stacy of Rita Joe’’ is showing 
in Edmonton says strange 
things about the contem- 
porary role of art. Have we 
become so passive and re- 
moved that only the artistic 
representation moves us? 
Has the reality become so 
overwhelming that we can 
not take it in? It would 
appear so, or there would be 
few surprises in Rita Joe's 
story. People would have 
seen the reality that glowers 
at them from city streets. Art 
has evidently become more 
real than reality. The same 
phenomenon occurred with 
Roots, when Americans were 
more convinced of the evils 
of slavery by six hours of 
television than they ever 
were by the factual record of 
the reality. (Post Script: With 
the disaster at Harrisburg 
nuclear plant coming out 
after the release of The 
China Syndrome, we see the 
theory taken to crazy len- 
gths--art preceding the real- 
ity.) 

Although I have railed 
against Larry Schafer's 
stark, barren sets on more 
than one occasion, his style 
was used to great effect here. 
The unrelieved gray was 
infinitely discouraging, as it 
must be to those whose lives 
are bounded by it. 

Tanya Ryga sang the 
music which she wrote for 
the production and accom- 
panied herself on the guitar. 
We could do with seeing 
more of her on Edmonton 
stages. She has a lovely voice 
and has shown herself to be 
an able actress. 

Although the Ryga play 
has some blatant structural 
weaknesses, the Citadel pro- 
duction deserves some laur- 
els. The fact that it was 
staged in the Shoctor Theatre 
is praiseworthy, as it closes 
the Shoctor season on a 
thoughtful note, after a 
generally puffy series of 
plays. Director Randt Maertz 
and actress Susan Andre also 
showed courage in attempt- 
ing the rather elusive Cree 
accent, and it was a gambit 
that paid off for Miss 
Andres’ performance. 

The play itself has ele- 
ments of tedium. Actors tend 
to be left suspended at 
various points, compelled to 
emote wordlessly for long 
stretches in the spotlight. 
This happened a few times to 
Susan Andre, who appeared 
in the title role. Ms. Andre is 
a consummate actress and 
used the long minutes as well 
as she could, but had to 
resort to repetitive gestures 
to do it, She has to stand in 
the spotlight for an age, 
hands clenching and un- 
clenching and face contor- 
ting, while Tanya Ryga sings 
the music she wrote to 
accompany her father's play. 
The agony that Rita Joe felt 
at this time was intense and 
required a spare treatment. 
It should not be prolonged. 

The movement within the 
play is inherently awkward at 
times, a fact which is mildly 
irritating. The characters 
stand for long periods with 
nothing to do and then leap 


into a frenzy of hyperactivity 
out of the blue. The uneven 
tempo is hard on continuity. 

Despite the fact she is 
sometimes too high-pow- 
ered, Andre's Rita Joe is 
funny, endearing and tragic. 
She ages fast in the re- 
morseless life of the city, and 
her girlish exuberance is 
gradually replaced by harsh 
and cynical anger. When 
Andre builds up momentum 
she is capable of blowing 
everyone off the stage with 
her intensity and it is 
necessary for her to hold 
back for Rita Joe. This is a 
native girl, fresh from the 
peace of the reservation, 
thrust into the indifference of 
the city. It is a terrifying and 
bewildering experience and 
one which she would pro- 
bably initially handle by 
reverting to the stoicism with 
which her people have met 
the white man’s follies. 
Stoicism is a low key thing to 
portray and on a few 
occasions Andre comes on 
too strong. 

In a play of social comment 
such as this there is a danger 
that the characters will 
become tokens, representing 
a collective rather than a 
unique individual. However, 
this Rita Joe is no cipher. 
Andre and Maertz have 
painstakingly developed the 
character, accentuating her

The attitude of most of the scientific community and 
some members of the public toward the study of astrology 
has long baffled me. The subject seems to have an 
inexplicable power to make ranting fanatics out of 
otherwise reasonable people. An astrophysicist who will 
blithely propound on any number of unknowns-life on 
Mars, the atmosphere of Pluto--can turn around and 
denunciate the teachings of astrology on the grounds that 
they are unproven. Scientific method and objectivity go 
out the window when astrology encounters irate members 
of its brother science of astronomy. Recently, at a meeting 
of the American Association for the Advancement of 
Science, astronomers called for a ban on association 
membership for astrologers and students of para-normal 
phenonema. 

And the scientific community is not alone in its curious 
over-reaction. Those with strong religious beliefs can be 
vicious on the subject, perceiving this study of the stars as 
some threat to their belief in God and their own free will. 
The fact that astrology at no point asserts that man has no 
free will matters not a whit to these folks. Nor does the 
fact that a system like astrology is in no way incompatible 
with the beliet in a deity. Pre-supposing the existence of a 
higher power or God which oversees our lives, surely he, 
she or it would have some method of organizing all the 
souls in His keeping. The stars would dictate basic 
framework of the individual’s existence, such as 
personality traits, tendencies, skills, weaknesses. Within 
this framework man would live out his earthly life. 
Astrology does not claim to predict all happenings; it

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dreamy, head-in-the-clouds 
nature. It's an effective 
characterization because it 
becomes all too apparent that 
an Indian in Rita Joe's 
position cannot afford the 
luxury of dreams. In a middle 
class white girl, her dream- 
iness would give her a 
vulnerable appeal. For Rita, 
the ethereal aspects of her 
nature only leave her open to 
abuse. 

Andre’s performance 
when she refuses to.return 
with her father to the 
reservation was powerful. 
The dreamer has become a 
street kid and the dreams 


have become nostalgia. Her 
scorn for the more tolerant 
ways of her father is 
withering and her pain is as 
evident as a raw wound. 


KAUFFMAN EXCELLENT 


John Kauffman was eerily 
good as David Joe. In the 
style of Chief Dan George, 
Kauffman’s David Joe car- 
ried the tranquility of the 
wilderness with him, with 
immense dignity. The slow 
measured speech and gentle 
humour never added up to a 
caricature, as they might. 
We can see the dignity which 
so enrages Jamie Paul, who 
has only his rage to sustain 
him. 

John Hamelin is Jamie 


Paul and though no amount 
of makeup will ever produce 
an Indian from his caucasian 
features, his performance 
was taut and disturbing at 
times. However, he too, lik¢ 
Andre, occasionally over- 
stated the case. Hamelin's 
wild laughter had a madness 
to it that makes the term 
‘howling with anger’ chill- 
ingly applicable. However, 
his actor's crisp pronun- 
ciation was incongruous and 
he could have done more to 
convey a sense of black inner 
brooding. It would have a 
more menacing effect than 
some of the noisier ex- 
pressions of Jamie Paul's 
frustrations. 

In other roles, Wally Mc- 
Sween was convincing as the 


well meaning, bewildered 
and slightly jaded social 
worker who runs the centre. 
Barbara Reese was appro- 
priately smug in her denun- 
ciations of Rita Joe's morals 
and Michael Rae Cunning- 
ham was as menacing as a 
red-neck at a Klan cross- 
burning. (It is ludicrous that 
this young actor is making 
his last appearance for a 
while on the Citadel stage 
because of an edict from the 
immigration department 
which is forcing the Cunnin- 
ghams’ to return to the U.S. 
The rationale on which this 
department dictates who 
Stays and who goes continues 
to elude me).

merely points out what will occur if action is not taken. 
I am not stating my unshakeable belief in astrology by 
pointing this out. I remain intrigued by it, but never 
having studied it in depth, I’m in no position to either buy 
it or scorn it. And neither are most of the critics I have 
referred to. I have yet to hear a scientist speak on the 
subject that has taken any trouble to examine or study it. 
However, recently a book I'd heard about presented me 
with some persuasive arguments on behalf of star-power. 
As the dean of American astrologers, Sydney Omarr is 

a veteran of a lifetime of skirmishes with scientists on the 
subject of astrology. It would amaze many to realize that 
in many of these confrontations, Mr. Omarr emerged the 
clear winner, while his opponents spluttered and made 
outraged noises in a most unscientific manner. Knowing 
this, I expected the best from Omarr’s book My World of 
Astrology. He recalls his epic debate with Dr. Roy 
Marshal, director of the Fels Planetarium in Philadelphia. 
This radio confrontation drew so much attention that the 
sponsor withdrew the commercials and the station allowed 
the program to continue into the wee small hours. The 
good- doctor teamed up with the talk show host in an 
attempt to discredit Omarr and his beliefs, but the attempt 
failed. Omarr scored many points. Omarr’s moment of 
‘triumph came when he quoted statements made by 


Pulitzer winning science editor John O'Neil. In a letter to 
Omarr, O'Neil, an astronomer himself, said that he felt 
astrology merited further study and terms it one of the 
most important and neglected fields of scientific 
endeavour, O'Neil also gave astrology scientific definition, 
Saying it is the accumulated and organized knowledge of 
the effect on man of the forces working from surrounding 
space. Gravity is one example of such forces, O’Neil goes 
on to say that while this idea flew in the face of 
Newtonian mechanics, it is in complete accord with 
Einstein’s photoelectric theory, which states that the effect 
of a photon does not diminish with distance. He also finds 
support for astrological theory in developments in 
chemistry. The idea that different effects will be produced 
by different configurations of the heavenly bodies is 
consistant with findings that the properties of atoms are 
associated with the orbital architecture of the electron. 
O'Neil then combined science astrological theory and 
theology to speculate on an ordered universe, from dust to 
deity. Needless to say, Omarr’s victory in the debate was 
assured, as Dr. Marshall was quite undone by this 
‘betrayal’ by a colleague. 

Omarr’s book confirms something I’ve always felt: that 
it is premature and spineless summarily deny a need for 
more study in this area. Those who would ban it from 
public view are on a par with the Salem witch-burners. 

Astrology should not be the exclusive territory of the 
“Have-a-drink-what’s-your sign’’ crowd, It should be 
brought into the light of objective study.

Ours’ is not to wonder why school should not be more 
enjoyable.

Let me summarize two of the problems with school as 
expressed to me by students (not necessarily from Paul 


Kane). 


1. The student is discouraged from asking questions. To 
me it would seem that the most important factor in 
enabling a student to learn is curiosity. 

2. Inhibition. I see no cause for a student to be afraid to 
ask questions. Whether they were born with it or had it 
instilled into them is a problem in itself. These two 
problems were most widely expressed along with various 
others which included a simple lack of concern, which 


brings me to my point. 


Where is the incentive to learn? In my opinion, the 
emotional part of learning has been overlooked and even 


discouraged. 


As growing young adults, it is necessary for students to 
be reminded that they are individuals. By this I mean, 
teaching and learning should be conducted on a more 
human level, as opposed to the mechanical methods in use 


today. 


One argument for the teachers side is that the students 
have a lack of respect. I do not see age as a reason for 
respect. A person need not earn my respect, just don’t 
abuse it. If a person is not deserving of my respect they 


won't receive it. 


I’m not putting teachers down, either. Students have got 
to respect teachers as well. 

Without going into whose at fault I would like to 
Suggest that the administrators take the first big step and 


give their teachers a little respect and freedom of} 


movement. Who knows, the process might continue on 


down the line. Once 


there is 


respect, there is 


communication and that’s where we can begin to improve 


conditions at school.

MD upset with 
Province’s decision 


Lawrence Kluthe, acting 
reeve of the MD of Sturgeon, 
commented that the MD 
council could not accept a 
decision of the recent Mini- 
ster of Municipal Affairs, 
Dick Johnston. 

Mr. Kluthe’s comment 
was made at the last council 
meeting, when council was 
distributed a letter from the 
Honorable Dick Johnston. 
The letter was in reply to a 
letter written by Secretary 
Treasurer Gib Boddez on 
January 19. That letter dealt 
with expected revenues 
when Division 1 of the 
County of Thorhild was 
transferred into the MD of 
Sturgeon's jurisdiction. 

The MD maintains that 
they should receive compen- 
sation for expenditures they 
incurred servicing that area 
for the four months at the 
end of the fiscal year 1977. 
Council also proclaimed that 
there had been a verbal 
agreement between the MD 
and the Minister. 

Dick Johnston's reply told 
council that after discussing 
the matter with the Deputy 
Premier, Dr. Hugh Horner, 
they had reached the con- 
clusion that although there 
were some early negative 
effects on the municipal 
district from an expenditure 
point of view, the longer 
term benefits to the MD are 
significant and greatly out- 
weigh the initial disadvan- 
tage.

The new planning act has produced a chasm 
between the MD Council and the Sturgeon 
School Board.

The problem is that with the many small 
subdivisions springing up all over the 
municipality, the school board cannot make 
use of the small reserves as school sites. 
They could, however, use the money in lieu 
of for future school sites of proper 
dimensions.

the situation with the other municipal 
governments in the MD and believe they 
have worked out satisfactory verbal agree- 
ments with each one. Some of these 
municipal governments have expressed their 
concern that the MD should help develop the 
school sites within the towns and villages, 
because rural children also use the facilities 
once they are constructed. 


The MD has suggested that they have no 
intention of contributing to the development 
of school sites in towns and villages. They 
also feel the land should be designated 
municipal reserve with school sites provided 
to the school board on request. 


It is obvious that the two bodies will not be 
adhering to the portion of the act which 
suggests the two work out an agreement. 
Instead it could well be the provincial 
government who finally sets the matter to 
rest.

Paul Riopel is a teacher 
with a purpose. 

Recently he and 15 Mor- 
inville students took part in a 
cultural exchange with a 
similar group fromJonqu- 
iere, Quebec. While a lot of 
educators would have accep- 
ted the exchange as some- 
thing of a treat, Mr. Riopel 
wants and is striving for the 
P whole concept of exchanges 
to be an interdisciplinary 
part of the high school 
curriculum, 
, Mr. Riopel feels that while 
§| a heavy emphasis is put on 
remedial education, very 
little effort and money is 

spent on the more advan- 


© taged student. 


‘It's not to say the 
exchanges will be for rich 
) children,’’ he said, ‘‘but 
rather for the average 
» student who, when properly 
challenged, will achieve 
heights not usually attained 
in normal classroom situa- 
tions.” 

One way to do this and 
assist in making future 
exchanges educationally 
useful, would be to set up a 
program to evaluate ex- 
change goals and set down 
strict regulations and res- 
trictions for those students 


| interested in participation. 


Students would have to 
take and successfully com- 
plete an approved list of 
courses before becoming eli- 
gible for the exchange. The 
exchange would then serve 
to tie up the information 
received and present to the 
student a complete learning 
package. 

‘Although there were no

such guidelines for our ex- 
change, we as a group 
decided a year before the trip 
what goals we wanted to 
achieve."’ In-depth studies 
were made related to what 
the students wanted to see 
and do. After the exchange 
there were follow-up exer- 
cises to find out exactly what 
the students got from it. 

The learning objectives 
decided on for the trip were 
defined within five classi- 
fications; linguistic, political, 
economic, social and cul- 
tural. 

‘*A lot of people will get 
the wrong idea when you 
mention linguistics and say 
we are pushing French. 
Because of the geographic 
location of the exchange site 
it was important. But if we 
had chosen Italy it would 
have been a different mat- 


ter.’’S 
ter."* 
Mr. Riopel finds that 


administrators and other 
educators are skeptical of 
such exchanges as educa- 
tional aids and he attributes 
this in part because it is a 
new concept. 
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One of the questions that 
could be raised by those 
opposing future trips is the 
cost. However, while he 
admits this is a factor Mr. 
Riopel feels it should not be a 
major deterrent. ‘‘There are 
many programs in our own 
school and others that use a 
lot of money for small 
groups, sports for example. 
I'm not saying other pro- 
grams have less worth, I just 
think there should be a 
balance."’ 

Mr. Riopel expects op- 
position from some quarters 
and says, ‘‘lam sure some 
people will call me an elitist. 
Because though I believe 
there is a need for all types of 
education and I’m _ not 
putting down remedial cour- 
ses, I am trying to heighten 
others."’ 

**Because some kids are 
not considered ‘*problem 
students’’ people are fooled 
into thinking everything is 
rosy."’ 

This is not the case, said 
Mr. Riopel.
